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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Andreas Grubert on 2/18/04. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

- In claim 33, line 6, after "support member", - having a wall thickness < 140 
microns - has been inserted. 

- In claim 33, line 8, after "temperature", of at least 500°C - has been 
inserted. 

- In claims 36-42, line 1 , "anyone" has been deleted and - any one - has been 
inserted. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The filing of 
the Terminal Disclaimer on 1 1/24/03 is proper, obviating the obviousness double 
patenting rejection of claims 33-44 in view of US Patent 6,274,106 B1 . Furthermore, 
the cited prior art fails to disclose wherein the exhaust gas containing oxygen having an 
absorbing layer on a support member having a wall thickness < 140 microns and 
heating the absorbing layer to a predetermined temperature of at least 500°C.
